Some Judges seem lo practice

cowardice 
When, on finding some person 
brought before them lo be a kind 
of social nuisance, they will let 
him go free lf he stays beyond the 
ct Or or county limits. 


Cowardly Procedure 
Usually, also, It has seemed to 
me an equally cowardly proced­ 
ure when a judge of the court is­ 
suing a divorce decree will assign 
a child to the custody of one of 
the divorcees with the proviso 
that this child shall spend a cer­ 
tain number of hours or days 
with the other divorced parent. 
The Judge seems to consider this 
an easy way out for him. He hard­ 
ly considers the welfare of the 
child. Qranted that lf the child is 
over twelve or fourteen there 
might be some cases in which 
such divided custody might be 
wise. It rarely can be wholesome 
for the younger child. 


When the child assigned to the 
custody of one of the divorced 
parents is assigned with the pro­ 
viso that he shall spend part of 
hts time with the other parent, 
this other parent and his or her 
own spouse and relatives are 
practically certain to tug at the 
Innocent child’s heartstrings and 


to poison his mind and heart 
against the parent to whom he Is 
assigned, and vice versa. 
Feels Insecure 
As a result the child may be 
greatly confused and feel very In­ 
secure. He will find It harder lo 
cooperate with the parent to 
whose custody he was assigned by 
the court, and lf this parent re­ 
marries. the step-parent may 
find It very difficult to bring up 
this child well. The stepmother 
of a boy, seven, writes: ‘ Hts own 
mother, who U remarried, gets 
him seven hours a week. He tell* 
us that they say he doesnt have 
to do what we tell him to. He 
doesnt mind or pay attention at • 
home or school. We're going to 
try and have his visitation with 
his mother cut to once or twice a 
month. Yet he tells us he would 
rather ltve with us than with his 
mother. Have you any suggea* 
lions?** 
Parents considering divorce, 
who really love their own chil­ 
dren. will give serious thought to 
the rhlld s welfare and happiness 
following the divorce, not to men­ 
tion the heartaches this child 
must endure from the divorce 
proceedings and the unhappy 
parent-parent relationship lead­ 
ing up thereto. Better still, they 
will each try harder to get along 
well together. 
Before 
considering 
divorce, 
each parent should resolve that 
if he or she lost the custody of 
the child through the divorce de­ 
cree, he or she would best prove 
genuine love of this chUd by help­ 
ing him gradually lose his affec­ 
tion for this parent. Certainly, 
t his parent would avoid saying or 
doing anything to rause the child 
to be unhappy with the other 
parent or with the step-parent* 
hard as such a course might be.
